Interviews with three members of 
the faculty disclosed unqualified ap- 
proval of the honor system from 
one, and doubt as to it’s success from 
the other two. 


Mr. Nealley stated: “I am much 


in sympathy with the honor system. 
It forms a habit of being honest and 
if students are honest in school, they 
will be honest in life. Habit is the 
fundamental principle of experience. 
Colleges ‘sell’ standing and diplomas 
which certify that the student has 


standing has been stolen.” 

Mr. Beeman, expressing his 
opinion said: ‘Although I have never 
been in a school where it has act- 
ually been tried, I do not favor it 
in general. I feel that if students will 
not be absolutely honest. with a tea- 
cher in the room who puts them on 
their honor and makes no effort to 
watch, they will not be honest with 
the teacher out of the room when 
they are on their honor. I have found 
that it’s when I put students on their 
honor, that they cheat the most. I 
think that there is a higher type of 
relationship between student and 
teacher if they have absolute con- 
fidence in each other, and work to- 
gether. 

Miss Whiting gave as her opinion: 
“TI think the honor system is a fine 
thing where there is strong student 
sentiment to support it, but it needs 
that. But I doubt whether it could 
be made strong enough in two years. 
However I think it would be worth 
trying.”
